Signallers' Work Also Dealt With 
at Meetings Held.

The reason for Oils is obvi- 
ous—the lives of the wholo battalion 
are at times dependent on these mcu 
and they must be cool-headed and 
have plenty of initiative and sense of 
responsibility. A pleasant point in 
the life of a signaller on «service is 
that he is exempt from any uf the 
"dirty work." The signallera arc 
never put on any fatigues except, of 
course, those relating immediately to 
their own sectiou.

Ono cf I he 
moRt important qualities of ihc tjii'- 
naller is lii.s inliiiative, and ho must 
m l his Messages through by hook or 
crook, and it often depends on one 
man alone to devise how a message 
shall be gotten through. 

l.icut. Hoare concluded his lecture 
by appealing fo any men who felt 
they could, to go to llcadquarterg and 
talk it over with him. 

Vfotk of Machine (inns. 

Lieut. G. H. Forrester then gave a 
description of the work of I bo Ala- 
chine Gun Section. Me said that the 
type of men required for thl.H section 
was exactly the same as that of tho 
signalling section. They must be in. 
tcUlgent and have initiative. 

He explained the aciion of the nui- 
cbinc-guns being used ar ilie front, 
namely, the .^Inxims». wljiih work by 
tlie Kecoil method, ami ihe Coll, 
Lewis and Ilolchkis.-?. which work by 
the gZK method. The Allies were 
caught rathri- unprfpared as far as 
tlie use of machine-guns rocs, but 
ihavc made up for it since. They are 
I now using sixteen machine-guns per 
|baiialion. where formerly two were 
I used. Ile also said that owing to the 
I use of niuchine-guns, two men can 
now give the tire of sixty, well direct- 
ed and much more accurately. The 
average machine-gun fires 500 rounds 
per minute, and the men must know 
the gun well to get the maximum effl- 
clency out of it. Guns must aho bp 
rdaced In well-chosen positions, and 
chungcd regularly from one emplacc- 
I nient to another. Men in this section 
tnusr also know sinnalliii3. 
[ nolli offirri< inudn an appeal lo 
jthe men. hoping ihey would coniei in 
theii- :,e( lions If iinssible. because Ihc 
kind of men at .\l<(;iil air the kind 
(hi'v want. The. f|iie?tion of their Rct- 
tiiifi iheir .veins was deali wiih. and 
(he olficer:; promised to send iu a list 
of Ihe McGill men wishing lo join lo 
the Principal, asking him lo «rant 
them Ihtir .vpars, and leaving it to 
him. If he should grant them their 
years or degrees they would be able 
to go; if not, tho majority probably 
would not be able to go. This would 
then leave the question of their going 
over in the hands of the Principal. 

Both officers were loudly aiiplami- 
ed, and the lectures very much ap- 
prcwBted.

Science and War 



Dr. Poulton, Professor of Zoology in Oxford, says that neglect 
of science has been the cause of much misery and of the loss of 
thousands of lives in this war. Science, he says, was longing to 
help, but suggestions for new devices in warfare were neglected 
by the Government. He added: 

"There might be some who feared tijat the imporiance he 
placed on science in this respect would foster the callous mater- 
ialism and brutality which has been such a shock to the worid. 
But it was not Gemiaii science which was responsible for the 
horror, but the German spirit, wliich had used science, as it had 
used eveirything else except a sane psychology, for its own ends. 
Science pursued for its own sake because of the enthusiasm and, 
indeed, inspiration, which it called into being, was in reality one 
chief bulwark of the modern world against materiaUsm." 

The error in reasoning to which Prof. Poulton refers is a very 
common one. The Germans have paid great attention to science. 
The Gemans have been brutal. Therefore, science causes bru- 
tality. It would be easy to prove in the same way that American 
attention to science in business and industry has caused a decline 
in military spirit. One conclusion would be as worthless as the 
other. 

The truth is, that the German craze for militarism and con- 
quest has caused the gifts of science to be perverted from con- 
struction to destruction. Next to the api^alling loss of life caused 
by the war is the wa.stc of material and energy, which might have 
added greatly to tlie happiness and comfort of the human race.

army; sufficient to garrison our insu- 
lar possessions, as well as to man our 
fortificaUons. He called attention to 
thi fact that nearly all the Japanese 
in this country are reservists and bad 
had military training.

Professional Trouble-Makers to 
Blame, Is Statement. 



ATHLETICS A LABORATORY 



Mutual Distrust Is Cause of Pro- 
fessionalism In Sport Is 
Contention. 



That collegiate and interooUasialt 
alhlcUcs arc in a botter eondlUon thaa 
ever before, \vas the consensus ol 
opinion at tlie meeting of the National 
CoUcgiato Athletic AsEoetation. la the 
mi&ds of the lùS representatlres of in- 
stitutions tbrougbout tlie United 
States, gathered for the tenth annual 
conference, Uicre is unrtsorred faith 
that, despite the questions of profes- 
sionalism now vexing many of the col* 
leges, in the future tlic matter will 
liSht Itself. 

".Mutual distrust," said Dean BrigRs, 
of Harvard, president of the associa- 
uon, "is the greatest evil factor in col- 
lege sport. And a largo part of that 
«vil springs from a source no mora 
reputable than the accusation of s;>mo 
uuonynious writer, who will not and 
cannot substantiate bis charges. Wtcn 
ibft professional tronbte-makers do 
I'love their statements, we shall m«ke 
short ^ork of the professional ath- 
letes. Let our colleges keep at ths 
head of their athletics men who try to 
be honest; let those men trust each 
other, and half the evils of inlercolle- 
giate athletics will die a natural 
death." 

Princoton's point of view was stated 
by Dean JlcClcnaUan, who spoke in 
favor of faculty control of athletics. 
Not only is the undergraduate too 
prone to. be swayed by emoUoa to be 
able to keep atbleUcs in tbelr proper 
position in college life, be said, but 
also the graduate is unfitted to deal 
Mith this important matter on account 
of his other interests. The recent 
Harvard - Yale - Princeton conference 
on eligibility was an example of hoir 
frank and unprejudiced men were 
able to settle athletic differences In 
an amicable spirit. In concluding, lha 
Doan spoke in favor of mld-wlntcr 
sports, saying that they were rcspon» 
sible for an amazing decrease in im> 
morality and drinking during the iria- 
ter months. 

Prof. Robert N. Corwln, of Yale, 
stated that the faculties of many col- 
leges are agreed- that unrestricted 
atbleticg are a real menace to the al« 
tainmont of that purpose for which 
our higher institutions of learning are 
founded. lu proper measure, how- 
ercr, athletics furnish a laboratory in 
the art of living which no other fea^ 
turc of the university can provide. In 
this connection Prof. Corwln •warned 
against adopting the illogical attitude 
that violor>- must be sought in sport 
at the expense of ajmteurism, or at 
an undue monetary, sacrifice for 
coaching. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
Dr. J. B. Ra>x:roft, of Princeton, was 
elected chairman of the committees 
on basketball and on rules and publi- 
cations. F. W. Luehring, of Prince- 
ton, was made chairman of the com- 
mittee on swimming. Deon LeB. U. 
Briggs, of Har>aid. was re-elected 
president of the association.

Paris, France. — The official an- 
nouncement of General de Castelnau's 
appointment as chief of staff to .^Gen- 
eral Joffre was recently Issued In the 

following form: 

"It has always been aduiiucd that 
forces acting in the same theatre of 
operations should be united under a 
single command, but tbe experience 
of the present war proves that this 
unity of direction is necessary, even 
when the forces are distributed on 
several fronts. It becomes indispens- 
able when several allied annies bave 
to concert thoir views for the adop- 
tion of a single plan applicable to all 
tbo theatres of operations. The text 
of tbe decrees on the conduct of great 
units and tbe service of a campaign, 
which only contemplated action by 
theatres of operations, must therefore 
be enlarged under the influence of 
events. It was this necessity which 
led to the decrees of December, 1915, 
by which General Joffre, while re- 
taining the direct command of the 
jtrmics of the cast aiid the northeast, 
had entrusted to bim the superior 
direction of our armies on all the 
fronts. In virtue of the decree of Oc- 
tober, lilS, which provides for a chief 
of staff by thé side of the general-ln- 
chicf. General Joffre has designated 
for this po£i. General Castelnau, who 
retain'? b^s rank as commander of a 
group of urmica," -. . 



Have you got the grippe'.' Perhaps 
you only think you have. A prominent 
doctor of GothHiu says that tiO percent 
of the cases Known as grippe arc not 
grippe at all. He is not a Christian 
Science adherent, this doctor, so ban- 
ish the thought Tfhich may have been 
conceived by tho opening sentences. 

Speaking of tbe grippe. Dr. McLcl- 
land, in the Brooklyn Eagle, says that 
if true grippe be due to the Pfclflcr 
Bacillus, which Is found in a very 
small proportion of cases, it follows 
either that the Bacillus of Pfeiffer is 
very evasive under the microscope, or 
that there is aconditlon of disease so 
analogous to grippe as only to bo 
capable of being generally different- 
iated from it. 

"Vnieu the Pfeiffer Bacillus is pre. 
sent in the body of man and so irri- 
tates bIm as to produce the train o» 
syiuptoms so well known to the niedi- 
e;.l profession, then the patient hn.i 
true grippe," said Dr. McLelland. "if, 
howc%'er, a similar class of synnptoma 
almost identical with the preceding be 
found In a given individual who has 
no evldonc(i bacteriological ly of an in- 
vasion of the Pfeiffer Bacillus, ihcii in 
all probability we have a disease 
which is not true grippe, but which 
hears all the external manifestations 
of this disease. In other words, we 
have a disease analogous to, but not 
identical, with true grippe. To this the 
term pseudo-grippe, sort of -a false 
gi'ippc, may be applied. 

"So f«r as 1 am aware, there is no 
means by which one can determine a 
diagnosis between tho true grippo and 
pseudo-grippe, except by means of a 
microscopical examination of tbo se- 
cretions, or by foimlng a conclusion 
u to tbo probable diagnosis, following 
a study of the natural history of the 
disease itself through its transitional 
periods. 

"It is claimed by many authorities 
that the treatment of grippe is often, 
times unsatisfactory, as there is no 
curative specific known. The same 
argument may be used when we con- 
sider the treatment of most diseases, 
because the number of specific thera- 
peutic agents known to medicine are 
so few that they might be almost 
counted upon tho fingers of the hands, 
and yet none but thcrapouUc nihilists 
can deny the efficiency of therapeutic 
agents for the relief and cure of dis- 
ease. 

It is certainly a fact that a very 
largo proportion of the cases of so. 
called grippe are amenable to success- 
ful and speedy relief, and the avoid- 
ance of compllcaUons, if treatment be 
insUtutcd so soon as tho patient feels 
the slightest symptom of tho ap- 
proaching attack. 

"The question may be naturally ask- 
ed, If there is a difference in thr 
causative factor of these clinically 
similar diseases, what produces the 
disease which is belug described as 
pseudo-grippe? it ia acknowledged 
that true grippe depends on the Pfeif- 
fer Bacillus, and It is stated tlial In 
the pseudo-grippe no Pfeiffer Bacillus 
is present, but there can be found in 
the secretions of one so suffering, a 
mixed infection, and these find ready 
entrance Into the body through ibo re- 
splratory tract. 

"Experience shows that such inva- 
sions of hcretogeneous bacteria arc 
apt to find their way into the nose and 
throat at such times when climate 
changes, which Induce snow forma- 
tion and falling, have been followed 
by warmer weather, during which the 
snow has melted, and this produces an 
atmosphere rtoiiing with the filth 
which the snow has brushed doA n 
from the atmosphere to tbo grouiul. 
So that a moist suspension of sncv/ 
filth ~ containing bacteria of many 
kinds— occurs in such manner ana 
place as to render it particularly li- 
able to enter the breathing apparatus, 
through the nose and throat. 

"Whatever the specific Irritant may 
be, the fact is that to those susccpti. 
blc, there is produced an irritation of 
the lining mucous membrane of the 
nose, throat, larynx, trachea, and 
bronchial tubes, wblcb .creates a raw- 
ness of the surface and a very sensi* 
tlve condition of these, parts. 

"Besides tbo local manifestation al- 
luded to, there is likely to develop 
systematic symptoms, e.g., lassitude, 
muscle pains, especially pains of the 
eye muscles, headache, fever, etc., etc. 

"Excessive secretions from the nose, 
sinuses snd bronchial tubes, together 
with a stuffiness of tho nose and ears, 
adds to the general discomtorl of the 
sufferer. 

''All thcse symptoms arc alike com- 
mon In either true or false grippe, but 
under appropriate and early treat- 
ment the latter form of grippe usually 
responds promptly to treatment, while 
the true grippe is more inclined to 
cultivate a series of complications 
often of very dangerous and chronic 
form. Among tbe commoner compli- 
cations, one thinks first of pneumonia, 
and this seems quite natural, as is 
shown by the influence of this infec 
tion. on tbe mucous lining of the 
whole bronchial tree, which tends to 
b;gcorac so swollen tbat its very cali- 
bre is diminished, and this swelling 
may extend far down into tlic air 
cells themselves. This produce.^ a 
train of symptoms of tbe most alarm 
.Ing sort.

Calcutta, India. — Under orders of 
the Secretary of State for India, 
ninety-nine cadets sailed from Eng- 
land In April last, to receive inutruc- 
tlon at QuctUi, the British bastion 
overlooking Baluchistan, in tbe rudi. 
ments of tbe military professiou and 
in the Urdu language, during a period 
of six months. In one sense this 
move was an experiment, as there had

"I may add, however, that if an ear- 
ache develops during an attack of 
grippe, it should receive prompt at- 
tention, for in cases of suppuration of 
the drums the destructive process is 
apt to be very rapid, and is prone to 
invade the contiguous mastoid cells, 
uiid this process may go on until brain 
abscess or other serloUs'coiriplicatlons

"Thus it is evident that if wc would 
conserve these Important organs, pre- 
ventive measures should be establish-

Books TVTiitcn before the war and

In the Introductory chapter to "Cou- 
•temporary Socialism." tbf author, dis- 
cussing tJic nuanins of the word "So- 
cialism," says the following:

striking pas.sago fiuotpd fro.ni Kich-i 
arri Cobdon's reminiscences of bl»! 
visii to Prussia in 183S. His words,; 
w uich have truly , a strange sound l;i 
these days, are as follows: 

"I very much suspect that al pres- 
ent for the great mass of .the people 
Prussia possesses the best., govern- 
ment in Europe. I would, gladly glv» 
up ray taste for talking politics, to 
secure such a state of things in Eng- 
land. Had our people such a simple 
and economical governroonl, so deep- 
l> imbued with Justice to all, and aim- 
ing so constantly to elevate mentally 
and morally its population, ^ow much 
better would it be for the twelve or 
tifiecn millions in the British Empire, 
who, while they possess no electoral 
lishi.-s, are yet persuaded they arei 
freemen:"' i 



Kismarck's .Suuial Législation. 

In one of the chapters on State So- 
cialism, a phase of the subject to 
which a large pan of Rae's work Ja 
devoted, we bave there an lateresttng 
account ot bow Bismarck, at a time 
when his anti-Socialist legislation 
was In force, tried to give a Socialist 
color to Ills militarist regime. Saya 
Rac: 

"Piincc Bismarck created a consld» 
crablc European sensation when he 
first announced his new social policy 
in 1884, by declaring in ravor of the 
three claims of labor, which have been 
so commonly regarded as the very 
Alpha and Omega of social revolution 
—the right to existence for the infirm, 
the right to labor for the able-bodied, 
and the right to supermnnuaUon for 
the aged. 'Give the laborer,' he said, 
'the right to latwr when he is able- 
bodied; give him the right to relict 
when he is sick; give him the right to 
maintenance when be i.s old: and if 
you do so— if you Ho not shrink fiom
